The ‘soil should be erepenad 
carefully in order to grow the 
plants from seed. Mix either leaf 
mold or peat thoroughly with the 
top four or five inches of soil. The 
material shonld be 20 to 30 per 
cent of the amount of the soil. The 
purpose is to hold moisture and 
boost strong rapid growth of the 
seedlings, 

The soi] should be watered e- 
nough to give good germination of

er the soil with burlap immedi- 
ately after sowing.
